WAR BUYERS CANNOT GET. AS 
MANY HORSES AS THEY WANT 


Prices at National Stockyards Have 
Risen—Total Sates to Date 
205,492. 

C. T. Jones, general manager of the 
National Stockyards, announced today 
that 206,492 horses and 5336 mules had 
been purchased at the stockyards by the 
allies since the war started. The esti- 
mated average price is $189 a head for 
horses and $150 for mules, making a to- 

tal of $37,788,460. 

British, French and Belgians together 
bought 1024 horses and 548 mules at the 
yards last week. The scarcity of the 
animals is illustrated by the fact that 
the British alone would take 1000 head a 
week if they were available. 

The present price is much higher than 
the average, the commission men them- 
selves now paying from $185 to $200 a 


head for horses which they sell to the 
allies at a profit. 


BRONZE AX FOUND IN MOUND 


Tomahawk and Stone Vessel Also Un- 
earthed Near Wood River, Til. 

Eight persons digging for relics of 
Indians or Builders’ in the 
mounds where skeletons were recent- 
ly unearthed, near Ben Poag’s farm, 
three miles south of Wood River, Ii1., 
Saturday afternoon dug up a bronze 
ax, a stone vessel which resembled a 
shaving mug, and an Indian toma- 
hawk. 

The articles were found by Hugh 
Poag, owner of the place, and by 
Frank Smith and his son, Ben Smith. 

Mrs. Lucile Poag, $4 years old, one 
of the oldest’ residents in the vicin- 
ity, said that the mounds were never 
uncovered within her memory, and 
it is almost certain the objects dug 
up must have been put in the mounds 
before her time.

HENRY 8. GRAHAM 
ASKS FOR DIVORCE 
FROM THIRD Wirt 


Former Secretary of Paper Com- 
pany Alleges She Told Him She 
Had No Affection for Him. 


“WISHED HE WOULD DIE” 


Couple Were Married in 1912, 
a Month After His Second 
Wife Obtained a Divorce. 


Henry B. Graham of Hampton Park, 
formerly secretary of the Graham Paper 
Co., filed suit at Clayton today to di- 


verce Alice Bowerman Graham, whom 


he had been divorced by his second 
wife, Mrs. Zula Beatrice Graham. 
The divorce petition contains a long 


list of allegations against Mrs. Gra- 
hem. He charges that she frequently 
told him that she had no affection for 
him, and that she tolerated him only 
for what she could get out of him. He 
further alleges that she called him a 
‘dirty dog,’’ and that she wished he 
would die, or that she could kill him. 
He said she also wanted to live sepa- 
rately from him. 

The allegation is made that ,she had 
a dislike for his children by his for- 
mer marriage, that she struck him in 
the face at different times, and that she 
also cut his face. 

Objects to Wife’s Frtends. 

Graham further alleges that his wife 
on numerous occasions took trips away 
from home with pérsons obnoxious to 
him, remaining away for many weeks 
at a time over his protests. Some of 
these trips were made, he asserts, with 
the declared tntention on the part of 
Mrs. Graham not to return to him, but 
tu leave him permanently. 

Mrs. Graham is a cat fancier and has 
kept, at the Cabanne avenue house, a 
collection of cats valued by her at-$2000. 
Her cattery occupied three rooms on 
the third floor of the house. For one 
eat, Romaldkirk, she paid $275. They 
were fed on raw hamburger. steak, 
crackers and water, and wete not per- 
mitted4. havea milk diet.. Mrs. Gra- 
ham also owned:a half dozen pedigreed 
dogs. 

Wedded Soon After Divorce. a 

Mrs. Graham formerly lived in Spring: 
field, Ill. Within a few days after he 
was divorced from the second Mrs. Gra- 
ham in May, 1912, Graham telegraphed 
to his present wife, then Miss Alice 
Bowerman, to join him in Boston for a 
long automobile tour. They left Bos- 
ton, accompanied by Mrs. F. D. Stid- 
ham as chaperon, and decided in a 
few days to get married. They stoppei 
in Utica, N. Y., where the ceremony 
was performed, and then motored to 
Detroit. Their marriage was not an- 
nounced in St. Louis until Graham's 
return here in September, 1912. 

Mrs. Graham could not be reached 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter for a state- 
ment. 

Graham for many years has made 
a practice of wearing women’s high

LOSE SUIT FOR 
REINSTATEMENT 


They Also -Are Defeated in Ef- 
fort to Oust the Present 
Board of Trustees. 


MUST PAY ALL COSTS, 


Court Says Verdict for Plaintiff 
Would Be Unwarranted Inter- 
ference in Social Matter. 


Circuit Judge McElhinney, in an opin- 
ion handed down at Clayton today in 
the bitterly contested Glen Echo Coun- 
try Club injunction sult, decided that 
the “‘outs’’ have no legal way to get 
“in,” and that they also ari#eemtmthe 


amount of costs in litigation that lasted 
nine months, including an li-day trial 


and stenographers’ fees for transcribing 
about 350,000 words of testimony. 
The injunction suit had been filed by 


26 of the 135 ‘‘outs,”’ but during the liti- 
gation two of the plaintiffs withdrew. 
The ‘‘outs’’ sought to have the sale of 
the Glen Echo property set aside, or to 
have the present Board of Trustees 
ousted and a new board chosen that 
would admit the plaintiffs to member- 
ship in the new club which now oper- 
ates the property. 

The sale of fhe old club property was 
at public auction last July, and it was 
bid in at $132,000 by a coterie which 
er excluded 135 of the 350 members 
vm eligibility to membership in the 
new club. 

“Such interference,’’ Judge McElhin- 
ney stated, ‘“‘would be an attempt of the 
Court to select the members of a social 
club in &@ way never contemplated by 
the members of the old club and con- 
trary to the very idea and purpose of 
such a club.’’ 


No Legal Right Denied, Court Says. 

Regarding the applications which 115 
members of the.old club made for mem- 
bership in the new. club, the Court held 
that the applicants had no assurance 
that any of the old members would be 
selected. 

“In their ‘applications they: esbéijted | 
to election to membership,” Judge Me- 
Elhinney ruled. “This right has been 
accordéé to thém No legal’ right has 
been denied to them. 

“If there is any injury it is in the 
field of morals or sentiment. 

“Some two or more of the nine trus- 
tees may have been unexpectedly’ strict 
in drawing the social line. Or they may 
have adopted a standard or standards 
of social qualifications not recognized or 
approved by a large number of the 
stockholders. Yet they were within 
their legal rights. 

“There is no standard of social] fitnes« 
which a court can recognize and apply 
in such a case.”’ 

The Court exonerated §. T. G. Smita 
secretary of the old club, and one of 
the present trustees, as to a charge cf 
conspiracy which the ‘‘outs’’ had made 
against him. 


“Smith, John C. Roberts and C. D. 
Johnson worked on a plan to buy the 
club and they probably desired that the 
club be sold that there might be a re- 
organization with exclusion of some 
members,’’ the Court stated. ‘But they 
were not conspiring to sacrifice the 
property or defraud the members of the 
club to do this.’’ 

One Criticism of Committee. 

The Court thought a committee of five, 
which tried to form a new club with 
200 members and which abandoned the 
effort when only 115 applications for 
membership were made, should have 
notified the stockholders by letter that 
the plan had failed. This committee 
met July 5, five days before the sale of 
the club to Albert Bond Lambert and 
his associates. On this committee of 
five were Johnson, Roberts, James ©. 
Jones, H. M. Pflager and E. A. Faust. 

The Court said the co:umittee was a1- 
vised to send such a notice to stockhold- 
ers, and that such a notice was pre- 
pared by the chairman of the commit- 
tee, but never sent out. 

“In fairness and for a better under- 
standing, such a notice should have been 
sent out,’ the Court stated. 

“It does. not appear by the prepon- 
derance of evidence that G. A. Buder 
and those whom he represented were dc- 
pending upon the defendants to bid ip 
the property for the benefit of others 
than the defendants and those whoin 
they might select as their associates, ur 
that there was deception or unfairness 
practiced by the defendants in this 
matter at the sale.’’ ’ 

The “outg,”’ in their testimony, cor- 
tended that Roberts told Buder that 
Lambert was buying in the club “for 
the boys.”’ under the proposed reorgan- 
ization plan. 

The Court held that the Glen Echo 
Club brought par value, or enough to 
give $19 a share to each active mem- 
ber, and $585 a share to the % perpetual 
members, who paid $1000 each in 1902 for 
perpetual membership. 

The real complaint of the ‘‘outs” was 
that they had been exclyded from bene- 
fits of the purchase of the.club property 
by the faflure of the trustees to take 
them in as members of the present club. 

Judge McElhinney said that the trou- 
bles of the club grew out of the effort 
to conduct a social club with a busi- 
nese charter.

JAMES J. HILL 
PIONEER RAILROAD 
BUILDER, DIES 


Succumbs at St. Paul Home 
After Operation by the Mayo 
Brothers. 


WAS 78 YEARS 


Developed Entire Northwest 
From a Small Railroad Line 
—Family at Bedside. 


| 


‘ST. PAUL, Minn., May 29.—James J. 
Hill, railroad builder, capitalist and 
most widely known figure of the North- 


west, died at his residence in Summit 
avenue at 9:30 o'clock this morning as 
a result of stomach trouble. He was in 
his seventy-ninth year. 

Mr. Hill was unconscious for nearly 
twelve hours before he died. Dr. Her- 
man M. Briggs of New York and Dr. 
Stanley Seager of the Mayo staff, to- 
gether with members of the immediate 
Hill family, were at the bedside when 
the end came. 

The last letter sent to Mr. Hill was 
received five minutes after he died: It 
was from United States Judge Sanborn 
and was sent by . special messenger. 

Fortune of $200,000,000. 

James J. Hill’s wealth is estimated all 
the way from $100,000,000 to $500,000,000. 
He was probably worth between $200,000,- 
000 and $250,000,000. 


‘ 


Mr. Hill had absolute contro! of the 
first National Bank and Northwestern 


Trust Co., which have a combined capi- 
tal and surplus of $6,600,000. He was a 
large owner of stock in the Chase Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago and the North- 
western National Bank of Minneapolis. 
The greatest portion Mr. Hill’s wealth, 
however, is in the stocks and bonds of 
the Great Northern, Northern Pacific 
and Chicago, Burlington & Quincy rail- 
roads. 

The executors.of Mr. Hill's estate wiil 
probably be Louis W. Hin, his son, and 
the Northwestern Trust Co. The great 
power held by Mr. Hill will pass to his 
son, Louis, who has been closely asso- 
ciated with him in business for 10 years. 
Oldest son In Rich, — 

“Ja . Hill, the oldest son, Ig a di- 
rector 0 ‘the Texas Co. and has made 
a big fortune in New York: Walter, the 


Kittson County, Minn., where he spends 
most of his time. 

It is believed that Mr. Hill’s vast es- 
tate will be held intact through the 
Northwestern Trust Co. and that the 
various heirs will be given life interests. 

From the beginning of his father’s ill- 
ness, nearly 12 days ago, Louis W. Hill 
has been indefatigable in his efforts to 
assist the surgeons in their work. In 


*i this connection, an incident of Saturday 


was related. One of the physicians in 
attendance upon James W. Hill intimat- 
ed thata certain infrequently used seda- 
tive might be of slight benefit to the 
patient. Other doctors present ques- 
tioned the possible efficiency of this 
sedativee and in addition stated that 
none of it could be obtained at any 
point nearer than Chicago. 
Special Train for Sedative. 

Louis Hill chanced to overhear this 
conversation of the surgeons. Instant- 
ly he directed his secretary to call by 
telephone a firm in Chicago and ascer- 
tain if a supply of this sedagive could 
be obtained there. When an affirma- 
tive reply was received, Louis Hill 
ordered a special Burlington train to 
bring the sedative to St. Faull. It ar- 
rived here at 9:22 o’clock Saturday, hav- 
ing made the trip of 431 miles in eight 
hours and three minutes, or at an aver- 
age speed of 54 miles an hour. 

Railroad men stated that this shattered 
all speed records between Chicago and 
St. Paul. It bettered the record of eight 
hours and 57 minutes set Dec. 29, when 
Dr. B. W. Sippv of Chicago was brought 
to the bedside of the late Thomas Shev- 
lin at Minneapolis on a special train 
over the same railroad. 

When the sedative was delivered at 
the Hill residence the surgeons, had de- 
cided not to avail themselves of its uses. 
All traffic, both passenger and freight, 
on the Burlington Railroad, had been 
sidetracked to give the right of way 
to the special train. 

A special train over the Great North- 
ern Railroad brought Walter Hill, an- 
| other son, accompanied by his wife and 
'daughter, to St. Paul from Hallock, 
Minn. 

Walter Hill was injured in an automo- 
pile accident several days ago, but he 
left his bed and mint wh here shortly 
after 19 p. m. 

Blood Poisoning Causeg Desth. 

Death was due to blood poisoning, ac- 
cording to Dr. James Gilfillan. of St. 
Paul, the Hill family physician. 

“Mr. Hill has suffered from intestinal 
catarrh and hemorrhoids for a number 
of years,” said Dr. Gilfillan. “On May 
18 he had a chill. It was followed by 
@ fever due to infection of a hemor- 
rhoid, the result of piles. ° 

“The fever passed away next morning 
and it appeared the trouble was over. 
Three days later slight fever was pres- 
ent, and on May 22 Dr. William J. Mayo 
saw Mr. Hill. At the time there was 
evidence of infection of the skin of the 
buttock. 

“This infection progressed slowly. and 
Friday Dr. William J. Mayo made a 
small incision in the infected area. That 
night Dr. Herman M Biggs, an old 
friend «+ the family, arrived from New 
York and, has. been at Mr. Hill's side 
constantly.

AUTO PARKING LAW 
| EASY TO ENFORCE, 
ITS ENFORGER SAYS 


He Declares Police Know’ All 
Machines Which Inhabit 
Downtown District. — 


This is tag day for St. Louis auto- 
mobilists. Everywhere they go a po- 


liceman is ready to hand them copies of 
the new parking ordinance for the con- 


gested district, and other policemen are 
waiting to paste stickers on their ma- 
chines: if they make a false move I 
obeying the new law. 

The 3% regular traffic policemen, 2? 
patrolmen and two mounted men were 
assigned this morning to begin what 
the police call a “campaign of educa. 
tion” to instruct automobilists as to the 
requirements of the ordinance. 

Between Washington avenue and Mar 
ket street and between Broadway and 
Twelfth street no machine will be per- 
mitted to stand more than two hours ir 
ene place. The same regulation applies 
on Fourth street between Washington 
avenue and Chestnut street. 

Special Parking Placen. 

To relieve the condition caused by thi« 
restriction the city has set aside special 
parking places on Twelfth street, _ be- 
tween Market street and Washingtor 
avenue; on a lot west of the old city 
hall at Eleventh and Market streets; ai 
the east front of the courthouse on 
Fourth street between Chestnut and 
Market streets, and on a vacant lot at 
the southeast corner of Feurth and 
Market streets. Cars parked at these 
places, or at other points outside the 
congested disttict, will not be limited to 
the two-hour standing time.

GARRANZA ENVOY

Washington Puzzled When 
Manuel Mendéz Says Hé Is 
Only on a Vacation. 


WASHINGTON, May %.~Manuél 
Mendez, an attache of Gen. Cafranza’s 
Foreign Office, arfived héré today and 
conferred with Eliseo Arredondo, the 


Mexican Ambassador, but denied that. 
hé brought a noté as had been éxpected 
or. that hé brought any instructions 
from his chief. He declared he was 
merely in the United States on a vaca- 
tion. 

Arredondo and other Mexican officials 
proféssed to bé puzzled. It has been ré- 
ported from Mexico City and the border 
that a special messenger was bringing a4 
new communication from Gén. Cafran- 
za. Nod indication of ite conténts had 
been given but it generally has been as- 
sumed by Americans that the éxtra note 
renewed the demand for the withdrawal 
of American forces or made a protest 
against the second expedition led by Col. 
Sibley and Maj. Langhorné, Which has, 
howéver, returnéd t6 Américaf  terri- 
tory. 

At the Mexican embassy it was said 
that if a note was coming it probably 
would be brought by some other mes- 
aengeér. 

Representations are abdut to be made 
to the State Department for thé release 
of a quantity of copper and machinry 
consignd to the Carranza Government 
but now detained in Néw York. Arre-| 
flondé declaréd today that, lacking other 
instructions, this was the only quéstion 
he had to také up With the Staté De- 
partment at this time. 

Special Agent Rodgers at Mexico City 
telegraphed that the note should have 
reached Washington yesterday. He has 
been assured that it will not be made 
public until delivered to gecretary Lan 
sing. Navy Department dispatches fre- 
port quiet at Tampico. Financial con- 
ditions in México City aré reported to 
continue bad. Consular Yreports from 
other points said considerablé friction 
was resulting from the Carrafiza Gov- 
ernment’s efforts to maintain its new 
paper currehcy at prevailing rates. 
State Department officials had before 
them today a telegram from 84 Améfri- 
can oil operators at Tampico protesting 
against decréés promulgated by the Méx- 
ican authorities, designed, it Was de- 
élared, to rendér it impossible for Amer- 
icans ot conduct business in that coun- 
try. 

The message, addrested to President 
Wilson, related how one of their num- 
ber had been arrestec and imprisoned 
for refusal tO pay his employes Wages 
fixed .by the authorities in excess of 
terms previously agreed upon with the 
men. Protéction from the United States 
Government Was asked by the complain- 
ants, who announced that they would 
ignore the confiscatory orders.

Tribute by Gov, Burnqtist. 

Gov. J. A. A. Burnquist today ordered 
ali flags at half ataff on the capitol 
and other State buildings.

“In thé passing of James J. Hill the 
Sreatest constructive senius of the 
H: was acknowl- 
édgéd as its foremost railroad builder 
and business man, but his unparalleled 
ability appeared in many other fields 
of human étideavor. 

“He was ever greatly interésted in 
agriculture, art and eéducation. His 
aréat and numerous gifts, especially té 
his city and to various institutions of 
learning, show his philanthropic spirit. 
The loss which his city, State and na- 
tion has sustained through his déath 
cannot be measured.” 
Archbishop John Iréland said: 
“What can I say that thé wholé couf- 
try is not saying. <A gredt man has 
Sone from earthly life. Not only a nian 
of rarést talént of mind, 4 géulus, but 
also oné who has put his wondrous tal- 
ent to the service of féllow mén, whose 
whole career Was marked With strict 
integrity and higehst esénse of honor. 
“This much, too, I must say in sins 
plest truth, that he loved and réespécted 
réligion and held thé Christian faith 
to be the suprémeé principle of human 
righteousnéss ard Human life.’’ 

Madé the Northwest, 
Jamés J. Hill discoveréd “thé tread: 
basket of the world” in the Great 
Northwest; he led in its development 
from a Wilderness into what now com- 
prises six Wwéalthy states dotted with 
400,000 farms; and hé blazed a trail for 
transportation which reached eventually 
from Buffalo to Asia, with a total 
miléagé of rail and steamship facili- 
ties that would nearly girdlé thé earth. 
That but roughly spans the story of 
his achievement. 
Near Guelph, in Ontario. where. nes 
(J. Jerome) Hill was born in i848 thé 
gon Of an Irish-Canadian farmér who 
died when the boy was 15, there stands 
a tree stump iabeled: ‘The last tree 
chopped by James J. Hill.’’ 
Tt markéd the lad’s resolution to go 
to the United States. Mé had been 
prompted by an odd incident. Accord- 
ing to the story that is told, a strange 
traveler had stopped at the Mil! farm 
and left his horse at 
the gate. Young Hill saw thé animal 
Wae tired and he carried it a pail of 
water. The stranger was pleased with 
the lad’s thoughtfulness, and as he 
drove off he tossed him a newspaper 
from the United States, and called out 
Mravely: 
“Go there, young man. That country

Two motor 
eycles, with a man and a woman on 
each, were running at the right of our 
car, and it did not look as if Kessler 
could turn out far enough for the other 


So he threw on the brakes. 

“As he did this it seemed that one 
of the rear wheels broke and the car 
skidded, turning about so that it pointed 
in the opposite direction. Then it over- 
turned throwing wus ail out, and the 
steering gear struck Kessler and Schulz. 
The ear righted itself, but toppled so 
that it seemed it would fall over on us 
all, and wé crawled out of the way. 
Wen I got tp I went to Kessler, who 
Was not under any part of the car at 
that time, and he asked me whéther I 
was badly hurt.’’ 


Kessler Dies on Scene. 
Heisler said he did not see where the 


other automobile went, and that he also 
lost track of the motor cyclists. Drivers 
of cars, coming up within a few minutes 
after the accident, took the injured per- 
sons to physicians’ offices, and the Rev. 
Father Kempf of St. Aloysius’ Church, 
who chanced to be in the neighborhood, 
administered the last sacrament of the 
Catholic church to Kessler, who died at 
the scene of the accident, from a lung 
puncture, caused by a-broken rib. He 
was conscious until a minute before his 
death, and he asked that his watch, 
knife and other articles in his pockets, 
be given to his wife. 

At the office of the Dorris Motor Car 
Co., 4100 Laclede avenue, an officer 
of the company said today that an in- 
quiry was being made as to the cause 
of the addicent, but that a conclusion 
had not béen réached.

Miss Kayser was graduated from a 
Catholic high school last year. The rule 
is that women graduates of publie high 
schools whose record places them with- 
in the standing of the highest twe-thirds 
of their respective classes may be admit- 
ted to the teachers’ college without ex- 
amination, while graduates of other high 
schovis havé to take an examination. 
Miss Kayser was informed that under 
this rulé she would have to take an ¢x- 
amination. 

The demurrer was on the ground that 
thé petition did not state a cause of ac- 
tion. It set up that the Teachers’ Col- 
lege was not part of the public educa- 
tional] system of the city and therefore 
‘fhe board had the right to select and ex- 
clude students as it saw fit. 

Part of Educational System. 

Judge Hennings holds that the Tteach- 
ers’ College is a part of the educational 
system maintained by taxes and that it 
can no more be controlled for the benefit 
of some, to the exclusion of others with 
équal qualifications, than can any other 
school. He holds that it is contrary to 
the natural rights and the manifest pur- 
pose of those paying taxes for the sup- 
port of the public schools for the board 
to hold that by arbitrary regulations it 
can limit the attendance to a favored 
few. 3 

“Tf the teachers must be selected 
from. all those applying on the basis 
of merit,” he says in his opinion, ‘‘thén 
the opportunity to prepare for such a 
test ought to be on the same basis. 
The Board of Eéucation has the right 
to make rules and regulations governing 
admission, s0 as to give all persons 
who come within the sphere of its ac- 
tivities—that 1s; have equal qualifica- 
tions for pursuing the studies therein 
taught—equal oppe-tunities for admis- 
sion. 

“All applying for. admission must be 
given an examination of the same gen- 
eral character and nature, covering the 
work prescribed in the high school 
course. In the event the applicant ob- 
tains a grading that would bring her 
within the standing of the highest two- 
thirds, then she ought to be admitted 
on the same basis as the two-thirds 
of the high school graduates entitled to 
admission without examination.” 

Case Yet to Be Heard. 

fhe Judge says the rule subjecting all 
others than the two-thirds to tests and 
conditions not applied to them and a 
rule limiting the number to be admitted 


is arbitrary, unreasonable and illegal. 
The rule of admission to the college, he 
says, should be uniform, applying to 


all citizens alike, and if the capacity of }: 


the school is limited then all obtaining 
above the prescribed crade by examina- 
tion or otherwise ought to receive the 
benefits in an equal degree. 

The case is yet to be heard on its 
merits, but as the same law points 
will be involved as are passed on in 
the overruling of the demurrer, it is 
assumed that the decision will be 
against the Board of Education.

WASHINGTON, May %.—Half @ bii- 
lion dollars will be the Government's 
internal revenue tax toll for the fiscal 
year ending June 30 next, according to 
a statement issued by Secretary Mce- 
Adoo, the figures of which excee@ by 
many milHons all previous estimates, 
The receipts will be made up subdstan- 

tially as follows: 

Taxes on whisky, beer, cigars, cigar: 
ettes and tobacco, $303,000,000 

Taxes on the incomes of imividrals 
and corporations, $115,000,000. 

Emergency tax collections, $83,000,000. 

The volume of money pouring into the 
treasury has steadily increased nonita 
by month since last fall, until it is now 
greater than at any time since the ef- 
fects of the war began to be felt.

If, as press dispatches state, ini Presi- 
dent has said he will make no move for 
peace until both sides ask him, it is de- 
elared here a point will be reached 
where mediation will be no longer nec- 
essary, and even if a mediatory step 
then were taken, it would be mere 
empty formality. 

The reports abroad, connecting Prince 
von Buelow with pea-e negotiations, 
first with one country, then with an- 
other, appear utterly unfounded.

In discussing Grey’s conference pro- 
posal during the conversation the Chan- 
ceUYor in no way intimated that he be- 
lieved the British For@gn Secretary was 
moved by ulterior motives in making the 
proposal; in fact, he stated that he did 
not question Sir Edward Grey’s good 


| faith on that point. 


The Chancellor did say that Russia, 
notwithstanding official assurances to 
the contrary, was mobilizing in accord- 
ance with a decision determined upon 
July 2% and under full headway when 
Grey’s proposal was made. The Chan- 
cellor declared that no statesman could 
accept the responsibility of accepting 
a conference, the outcome of which was 
problematical, while Russia was utlliz- 
ing the time to assemble her armies on 
the German frontier. 

The Loxal Anzeiger also has called 


attention to the apparent misunder- 
standing of the Chancellor’s remarks. 
Prefacing its comment with *‘wWe are in 


accord with the Chancellor’s statement 
to Wiegand; the retrospective obse -- 
tions ‘and considerations are utterly 
useless at this time,’’ the Lokal Anzei- 
ger said: | 

“One distortion of the interview, how- 
ever, we would like to contradict which 
may be due to improper. translation 
and because this distortion tends 
strongly toward poisoning the respect- 
ive polemics of the two statesmen. 

“Grey claims the Chancellor had said 
that England, in™those Juty- days of 
1914, had suggested a conference to ad- 
just the conflict between Austria an. 
Servia, to enable the Russians to g. in 
time to mobilize. The conference was 
not suggested until after Russia 
commenced mobilization, the unavoid- 
able result of which wi3 a change in 
the strategic situation, at the very be- 
ginning of the war, to our disadvan- 
tage. 

“Therefore, the acceptance or rejec- 
tion of the conference could not be de- 
cided by the measure of our confidence 
in the good faith of the English. 

“The progress of Russian mobilization 
ond the decision of Russia were not de- 
pendent upon the good will of England, 
but upon the influence that England 
had in St. Petersburg. And this influ- 
ence must have been small, for the rea- 
son that it was well known in Russia 
that, in the event it came to war be- 
tween herself and Germany, England 
would place herself on the side of Ger- 
many’s foes.”’

SAYS BRITISH AND 
RUSSIAN ALLIANCE 
IS ‘FOR ALL TIME’ 


LONDON, May 29.—The “absolute ac- 
cord between Great Britain and Russia 
means that the alliance formed in time 
of war against a common enemy has be- 
come an alliance for all time,’’ said 
Sergius Sazonoff, the Russian Foreign 
Minister, in an interview with the Times’ 
Petrograg correspondent. 

“The alliance made by the Govern- 
ments-has now become an alliance of the 
hearts of the people,”” he continued. 
‘In this friendship I can see the realiza- 
tion of the fondest dream of my career, 
for in the true friendship of England 
and Russia the peace of the world is as- 
sured for many generations. We have 
thus potentially won the war, although 
the struggle itself may continue for 
years. Crystallization of the idea that 
England, France and Russia cannot be 
alienated establishes the certainty that 
the central Powers have lost, no matter 
how they may, by the fortitude and in- 
ternal sacrifice, postpone the inevitable 
day of the admission of their failure. 

“With thé realization of the entente’s 
amity and unity must coms also the 
permanent dissipation of ti mischiev- 
ous idea that the Russians are a people 
of ambitions and aggressive design, 
planned to advance their own aims at 
the expense of Europe. 

“Nothing is farther from the Russian 
character. With our southern outlet 
made irrevocably secure in perpetuity, 
with the legitimate growth of and de- 
velopment of cur economic and industrial 
life secured, with our bundaries suitably 
adjusted and our fellow Slavs assured 
of their due, the destinies and aims of 
Russia in the West are fulfilled. 

*‘We can then turn to the true aspira- 
tions of the Russian Government and 
people, namely, the development of our 
vast empires and the furthering of the 
interests of the peoples embraced with- 
in our empire. 

“The realization of this colemn truth 
must bring convincing evidence that the 
Russian does not stand as a menace to 
Norway, Sweden or other neighbors. I 
hope the recent rumors regarding the 
Aland Islands, which now happily are 
dissipated, will prove the last error of 
suspicion of the Swedes regarding Rus- 
sia.”’ 

M. Sazanoff, 1: eferring to the promises 
of Polish autonomy, said: 

No one deprecates more than the Rus- 
sian Goverriment the sufferings which 
have come to Poland and the Polish ref- 
ugees. His majesty, the Emperor, has 
been so mpved at the distress of his 
Polish subjects that the greater de- 
mands for human sympathy have swept 
aside military aspects and he has free- 
ly given permission for widespread re- 
lief work to be conducted among them 
by the Rockefeller commission. The 
Poles cannot expect that in this life 
and death struggle we will be able to 
outline in full our program for Poland s 
future, but that Poland will receive a 
just and equitable autonomy inthe 
greatest degree, adjusted to their ‘u- 
ture life and their economic and indus- 
trial development, is certain. The Poles 
and the friends of the Poles may, there- 
fore, look forward to the Russians for 
a dawn of a new era and a period of 
unexampled development, which will 
follow the inevitable successful conclu. 
sion of the war. 


Gerard for Peace Interview. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—A Washington 
dispatch to the Tribune says Ambassa- 
dor Gerard's peace interview, given to 
a Munich paper and printed in this coun- 
try, will call forth a stern admonition 
from President Wilson to refrain from 
public comment, administration officials 
intimated today. It was stated flatly 
that Mr. Gerard had received no ifn- 
Structions to talk peace in any way.

cussion of the question publicly is re- 
garded as highly improper and damaging 
to the President's availability as a peace | 
mediator. 

President Wilson, it is declared, is the 
only American official who will be al- 
lowed to discuss peace publicly. While 
the matter is still in its formal stage 
his propaganda is personal. The State 
Department and diplomatic eorps have 
no connection with it. 

In German quarters here, Mr. Gerard's 
interview was thought to ‘‘show-a friend. 
ly feeling for the German cause.’’ The 
hope was expressed that Mr, Gerard's |; 
statement would help turn popular fa- 
vor in Germany toward President Wil- 
son as a mediator and heal the wounds 
caused by the neutrality and submarine 
policies of this Government. 

The object is considered entirely 
worthy by administration officials, but 
they say there is such a thing as over- 
doing it, and that Mr. Gerard should 
keep quiet and let the President do the 
talking. 


Chancellor’s Statements as to Grey 
in Post-Dispatch Interview. 


In the interview with Von Beth- 


mann-Hollweg, published in the 
Post-Dispatch last Tuesday, the 
Chancellor is quoted as follows in 


regard to Sir Edward Grey’s proposal 
and the mobilization of the Russian 
army. This version, which accuses 
the British statesman of bad faith, 
is probably the one which was re- 
ceived in England after having, as 
Von Wiegand believes, suffered in 
transmission: 

“Let me make one more and a last 
remark about the past. Again and 
again Sir Edward Grey renews his 
assertion that Germany could have 
averted this war had it accepted 
England’s proposal in the face of the 
mobilization measure of Russia’s vast 
army in full headway. 

“Despite Russia's official denial, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
formal mobilization orders were not 
issued until the night of July 30, it 
was definitely known to us, and has 
since been confirmed, that the Rus- 
sians on July 25 began mobilizing, 
in accord with a decision arrived at 


when Sir Edward Grey's proposal 
was made. 
“With two frontiers to defend, 


Germany could not engage in de- 
bates, the outcome of which was ex- 
tremely problematical, while possible 
foes were utilizing the time to mo- 
bilize armies with which to invade 
us.”’

“On the left bank of the River Meuse 
cannon mounted on automobiles brought 
down two German air machines, the 
first to the north of Avocourt and the 
second in the direction of Forges.’’

Pijlars and Ceiling Will Be Cov- 
ered With White to Aid 
Light Reflection. 


A visitor to the Coliseum today would 
never suspect that it is the building 
which within two weeks is to house the 
Democratic national convention. The 
Fraternity of Operative Millers opened a 
convention there, which will con- 
tinue until Saturday night, and hundreds 
of workmen were installing the latest 
milling machinery and various milling 
devices. 

At the office of Frank M. Robinson, 
manager of the building, it was asserted 
that despite the present seeming confu- 
sion and the quick work which will be 
required because of the dccupancy of the 
building this week by the millers, a 
spotiessliy white building will be turned 
over to the Democratic delegates. 


Will Be Cleaneqg Thoroughly. 
The company which whitened the walls 


and cement floors of the Coliseum last 
week by a spraying process agreed today 
to see that all signs of the spraying were 
removed from the chairs. Twenty scrub- 
women began a preliminary campaign 
against the dirt upon the floors and 
chairs, but 100 will be put at work next 
Monday. 

Workmen today completed a_ tunnel 
through the north balcony wall of the» 
Coliséum which will provide a private 
entrance to the press sections from be- 
neath the platform to be erected. The 
platform is being built in sections in the 
corridors of the Coliseum and the build- 
er asserts that it can be put into place 
within a few hours after the hall is 
vacated.

Meyer, a Philadelphia manufacturer, and 
the majority of the representatives in 
attendance are here to attend Ahe Re- 
publican convention. It is the intention 
to form in Chicago a central body, to 
keep in touch with all German-American 
organizations in the country, to guide 
them on merical es in which they are 
interested.

One letter was addressed to Henry 
Reuterdah! and the other to Thomas W. 
Slocum, chairman of the New York 
committee which is obtaining enlistments 
for the proposed cruises. 

Letter to Reuterdahl. J 

Commenting on the naval appropria- 
tion bill, which contains the feature 
to which he objects, Col. Roosevelt, in 
his letter to Reuterdahl, says: 

‘It is well known that the scheme has 
been framed without consultation with 
the navy itself. There have been no 
hearings. The question has not been re- 
ferred to the general board of the war 
collegé—or any board of competent off- 
cers. The chief of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, Admiral Griffin, is on rec- 
ord against it.” 

Col. Roosevelt, in his letter to Mr. 
Slocum, approves of the training cruises 
for civilians, however, and says: 

“IT believe it is a supreme patriotic 
duty for men who have had experience 
on the sea and who know our coast, 
and for those who have technical and 
mechanical training of use on nava! 
ships, to go on the cruise and do their 
part in the cause of preparedness,”’

The battle of Verdun, after more 
than two months of ceaseless combat, 
constitutes the gravest check suffer- 
ed by the Germans since the battles 
of the Marne and Yser. 

Now that the affair has failed the 


above all to prevent preparation for 
a general allied offensive which they 
had foreseen as likely to take place 
in the course of this summer. And 
they add that in any case it is mere- 
ly a siege of Verdun which was be- 
gun in 1914, and is pursuing its 
course with ordinary fluctuations. 
That is a transparently evident de- 
ception, and really I think they con- 
sider the neutrals too naive if they 
expect these statements to be believed. 

The whole world knows today that 
the Kaiser and his General Staff 
wanted a great success—moral as 
well as military—in order to elevate 
the spirit of the German people, im- 
press the neutrals and demoralize the 
allies. , 

They have failed for a variety of 
reasons. They have committed a tac- 
tical mistake in reckoning/ too much 
upon their bombardments and assaults 
by troops, exalted by the idea that the 
fall of Verdun would bring’ an end to 
the war. Yet a thorough analysis of 
the Verdun battle shows that the 
German check has been due to two 
essential causes—one of a technical, 
strategic nature; the other of the psy- 
chologic or human kind. 

By limiting their attack to a re- 
stricted sector and accumulating their 
forces of all kinds for a surprise at- 
tack and a violent initial assault— 
and favored by advantages conferred 
on the attacking side by the shape 
of the fleld of operations—the Ger- 
mans were bound to succeed quickly 
at first. But. once warned and cog- 
nizant of the German aim, the French 
high command, disposing of reserves, 
could bring these into play rapidly 
and save the situation. 

“Failed to Reckon With Imponder- 
ables.” — 

That is what happened and—no 
ether important attack happening 
elsewhere—the French reaction con- 
centrated on Verdun. The Germans 
were deeply mistaken, as usual, 
when they imagined they could crusn 
French soldiers under a whirlwind of 
iron and fire. Their shortsighted 
peychology actually relied upon the 
ircmediate effect of their bombard- 
ments. Once more they forgot to 
reckon with “imponderables.” The 
intellectual and moral automatism to 
which German militarism and feudal- 
ism have reduced the German nation 
ond navy has been able to create 
great collective efforts and extraor- 
Ginary discipline, which throws their 
scldiers unconsciously into the death 
zene, but they are incapable either of 
understanding or of breaking that 
individual moral force whereof 
Frenchmen have given such magnifi- 
cent proof for 20 months. 

Never before have the virtue or en- 
orgy of a race and nation sprung up 
from each individual to become con- 
scious and irreducible collectivities as 
in the stirring weeks of this Verdun 
battle. 

Though great shell—.210, .306, .40— 
have left no inch of ground unhbit, 
have searched the deepest trenches, 
crushed the strongest shelters and 
rendered untenable some lines of de- 
fense under their frightful force and 
their asphyxiating vapors, yet amid 
the mangled corpses and the hideous 


sane in these hellish surroundings, 
there still remained sufficient firm 
and obstinate “poilus” to mow down 
with machine guns and bayonets the 
howling powerless gangs of our as- 
sailants. 

“Bloodiest Field of War.” 
Verdun battlefield is the bloodiest 
of the whole war. It will remain for 
generations to come a sacred field 
vhere the most inconceivable heroism 
was displayed. And we Frenchmen 
bave sufficient justice and loyalty to 
pay our opponents the homage they 
Ceeerve for their fierce bravery and 
prolonged persistency. 

However, we need not reproach our- 
selves for such Satanic devices as 
liquid frames or asphyxiating gaz. 
We did not need those things in as- 
serting our will to win as well as 
our tactical superiority. 

The last word has not yet been ut- 
tered at Verdun. The German check 
fa of far-reaching consequence. It 
proves the decline of Germany’s of- 
fensive force.

“A decade ago, the death of a man 
who had bulked as large as James J. 
Hill has done in financial! history, must 
have been the occasion for a severe 
break in the stocks with which he was 
identified, with sympathetic weakness in 
other issues. Today, the announcement 
of his death, though bringing with it 
regret at the passing of a picturesque 
and powerful figure, caused no appre- 
hension as to the stability of securi.y 
values. This fact itself was a test!- 
mony, not only, perhaps, to the changed 
order of things in the financial world, 
but to the care and foresight which re- 
sponsible leaders are attempting to ap- 
ply to railroad affairs. 

“In 1912, when he_ relinquished the 
chairmanship of the Great Northern 
Railroad, Mr. Hill made the statement 
that the future of the property was 
bound up, not with the efforts and ac- 
tions of individuals, but with the basic 
development of the country. Whether 
there shall be in the future a repetition 
of the great financial contests of the 
past, is a question for students of the 
trend of the times to determine. At the 
present moment, with business and 
finance controlled by world-wide forces, 
financial markets are peculiarly inde- 
pendent, in the broadest sense, of the 
work and struggles of individuals or 
groups of individuals. 

“Probably because there has been a 
gradual revision of views as to the pur- 
poses and internal conditions of the Teu- 
tonic empires, the sustained attacks on 
the French lines at Verdun, the pushing 
of the Austrian offensive into Italy, and 
ihe renewed outburst in the Balkans ex.
